The Kansas City Convention 





Friesian Association of America occupied a most 

interesting, instructive and successful week at Kan- 
sas City, Missouri, June 5th to 10th. This was the first con- 
vention of the association to be held under the delegate 
system, and the results augur well for the success of this 
method of conducting the~business of the greatest and 
largest breed association in the world. In the six hours 
that the convention sat, a tremendous amount of business 
was transacted with business-like dispatch, although with- 
out undue haste, plenty of opportunity being given for a full 
and free discussion of all the many important questions 
that were decided. 

Under the efficient leadership of President Frank O. 
Lowden, a spirit of harmony prevailed. With nearly a 
hundred delegates present from twenty-five states and 
representing nearly 20,000 members of the association, it 
was inevitable that all would not think exactly alike on 
every proposition, but in all the discussions, the bitterness 
that has characterized so many of the National meetings 
under the proxy system, was very noticeably absent, and a 
vast amount of constructive work was performed. 


T HE thirty-seventh Annual Convention of the Holstein- 


Important Work Accomplished 

The fixing of the transfer fees and the disposition of 
the transfer money for extension work was decided with 
surprising unanimity, considering the number and diversity 
of the plans proposed previous to the meeting, a substitute 
motion by Mr. John B. Irwin being unanimously passed. 
The Irwin resolution provided that the transfer fee be fixed 
at $1.50 for members and $3.00 for non-members, when 
application is made within three months after sale. After 
the three-month limit, the fee is to be $3.00 for members 
and $6.00 for non-members. Of the revenue obtained from 
transfers, fifty cents for each transfer is to be used for ex- 
tension work through the State Associations, this money 
to be equitably apportioned by the Board of Directors to 
such states as in the judgment of the board will best pro- 
mote the interests of the Holstein-Friesian industry. 

The Hackney resolution, making the salaried officers of* 
the association responsible to the Board of Directors was 
passed by acclamation with only one dissenting voice, after 
a spirited debate between ex-President Aitken for the 
affirmative and Judge Peasley for the negative. 

Resolutions were also passed unanimously confirming 
the action of the Executive Committee in abolishing the 
cash prizes for butterfat and milk records, the leading pro- 
ducers of each year to be listed on a Roll of Honor. Cash 
prizes for the exhibition of Holsteins at fairs will be con- 
tinued, as voted by the Executive Committee. 

The “dividing line resolution” proposed by C. F. Bigler 
of New York passed without any opposition, permitting the 
Annual Conventions to be held in the future regardless of 
geographical position. The place of next meeting was left 
to the discretion of the board, who later decided upon 


Cleveland, Ohio. Several clarifying resolutions proposed 
by Chairman Reynoids and Judge Kellogg were passed. Mr. 
Stevenson’s resolution to reduce the board to six members 
was withdrawn by him. 


The Election 


The nominating committee appointed by President Low- 
den brought in the following names, all of which were con- 
firmed unanimously on a roll call vote, and the secretary 
instructed to cast a ballot for each: President, Frank O. 
Lowden of Illinois; Vice-President, John M. Kelley of Wis- 
consin and New Jersey; Directors for four years, Messrs. 
W. S. Moscrip of.Minnesota, W. G. Davidson of Pennsyl- 
vania, John A. Bell Jr. of Pennsylvania, and H. W. Norton 
Jr. of Michigan; Directors for three years, Messrs D. B. 
Armstrong of New York, G. A. Fox of Illinois, and T. E. 
Elder of Massachusetts; Director for two years, Dr. W. H. 
Mott of Kansas. At a meeting of the new board the follow- 
ing day, Sec’y F. L. Houghton, Treasurer Wing R. Smith 
and Superintendent of Advanced Registry M. H. Gardner, 
were all reappointed for the ensuing year. 


Progress of Meeting 


The meeting opened at ten o’clock Wednesday morning 
with President Lowden in the chair, and was very cordially 
welcomed to Kansas City by Mr. Pew, representing the 
mayor, who was unable to be present. The reading of the 
call and the minutes of the preceding meeting being dis- 
pensed with on motion, President Lowden delivered an in- 
formal address, which was heard with close attention. 

The president remarked that those parts of the country 
in which dairying predominated, had suffered least from 
the business depression through which we have been pass- 
ing and that the banks are coming to realize that the dairy 
industry is the safest branch of agriculture to which to 
extend credit. The dairy industry is consequently in a 
better condition than it was last year and the future looks 
very hopeful. For this reason the present is a particularly 
good time for the young man to start in the Holstein 
business. 

President Lowden referred to the work of the Commit- 
tec of Judges, who are endeavoring to wor toward the 
ideal condition in which the cow that wins in the show 
ring will also win at the pail. He spoke of the Extension 
Department, which although hampered by lack of funds, 
has performed valuable service through the local and 
county papers. It is proposed to carry on extension work 
through the state organizations, on the principle of utilizing 
and making more effective, the agencies already at hand. 
He also spoke of the calf club work under the direction of 
Earl J. Cooper. The president closed with an appeal for 
harmony and cooperation among the various elements in 
the association. 

Chairman W. W. Walker of the Credentials Committee 
then read his report, giving the list of delegates fr=m each 
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state. At the suggestion of Mr. Reynolds, the chair ruled 
that in any case where only a part of any state delegation 
is present each delegate present from that state would vote 
his proportionate share of the absent votes. 

Upon motion of Mr. Bigler, seconded by Mr. Barney, the 
chair appointed the Nominating Committee as follows: Mr. 
Irwin of Minnesota chairman, Mr. Knowles of Massachus- 
etts, Mr. Kellogg of New York, Mr. Kaye of Wisconsin, Mr. 
Moscrip of Minnesota, Dr. Thompson of Pennsylvania and 
Mr. Davis of Missouri. The committee brought in the 
names already mentioned and all were unanimously elected 
with great enthusiasm. 

A feature of the morning session was a splendid address 
by Dr. E. V. McCollum, the world’s foremost authority on 
vitamines. The complete address will appear in the World, 
and is worthy of a careful reading. 


Resolutions 


Resolutions were then read by the secretary on the 
death of ex-President W. J. Gillett and Mr. F. S. Stimson, 
both of which appear elsewhere in the World. Mr. Bigler 
submitted a resolution on tuberculosis, urging the associa- 
tion to get back of a movement for more funds from the 
National and State Governments for the eradication of this 
disease. Mr. Barney then submitted a resolution favoring 
the early passage of the Voigt bill, in the belief that it will 
be more speedily enacted than the Fordney bill, which was 
supported by the association at the special meeting at St. 
Paul. 

Director John M. Kelley proposed a resolution calling 
for the appointment by the chair of a committee of two to 
devise ways and means for the creating of a department of 
publicity to advertise and feature Holstein milk, to increase 
the demand for our product, especially in the larger cities. 
Mr. Kelley spoke at some length on this proposition, his 
remarks being received with great enthusiasm. The com- 
mittee is to report at the next annual convention. 

Mr. Hansen of Minnesota submitted a resolution pre- 
pared by Mr. J. C. Marlow, instructing the board to amend 
the Advanced Registry rules to permit a cow satisfying the 
calving requirement for a 305-day record and then com- 
pleting a full year record to be credited with both a 305- 
and a 365-day record and to receive two certificates. After 
a full discussion in which Mr. Marlow, Supt. Gardner, Mr. 
Overton, Mr. Aitken, Mr. Floyd Stevens and Chairman 
Reynoids participated, the principle was endorsed and the 
enactment was left to the Board of Directors, after Vice- 
President Stevenson’s motion to lay on the table was de- 
feated. 

After all the amendments relative to increasing the 
transfer fees had been read by the secretary, Mr. Irwin’s 
substitute amendnrent was passed as mentioned above, 
after a full discussion. Judge Peasley spoke in support of 
the amendment of Mr. F. G. Johnston of Ohio, calling for 
a sliding scale of rates based on price received for the 
animal transferred. Before going far into his argument he 
asked for a vote as to whether the delegates favored a 
sliding scale or a flat rate. A large majority of the dele- 
gates favored the latter, it being the prevailing opinion that 
the sliding scale would not be workable, and the discussion 
of the proposition was not carried further. The Irwin sub- 
stitute amendment was passed unanimously. 

In the absence of Mr. Hackney, Mr. A. P. Kaye of Wis- 
consin submitted the Hackney resolution providing that 
all salaried officers should be elected and their terms of 
office and compensation fixed by the Board of Directors. 
Judge Peasley opposed the resolution, claiming it to be an 
injustice to the delegates to take from them the power of 
electing salaried officers. Mr. Aitken supported the resolu- 
tion, deploring political squabbling and the spreading of 
personal scandal and urging that we put the directors in a 
position to control these officers as long as they are re- 
sponsible for their actions. Judge Peasley replied again 
briefly, calling attention to the success of the association 
under the old method, but the amendment was adopted by 
very nearly a unanimous vote, Judge Peasley’s vote being 
the only one cast in the negative. 

Upon motion of Senator Reynolds, Mr. Stevenson’s 
amendment relative to colors barring registry was sub- 
stituted for the Reynolds amendment and passed unani- 
mously, this important paragraph now reading as follows: 

“(a) Colors that bar registry: (1) solid black; (2) 
solid white; (3) black switch; (4) solid black, with 
white on belly only; (5) black on one or more legs be- 
ginning at feet and extending to or above knees or 
hocks; (6) black on one or more legs beginning at feet 
and extending to knees or hocks with white inter- 
spersed; (7) grey or mixed black and white generally 
prevailing; (8) one or more patches of red, brown, dun, 
or color other than black and white; (9) red and white.’ 
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Mr. Bigler’s amendment abolishing the div i 
permitting the meetings to be held move ae on tie.

the question. Several other clarifying amendments were 
passed, as was Secy Houghton’s amendment to abolish the 
Literary Committee. Ex-president Aitken proposed a Te- 
solution thanking the Missouri and Kansas Associations 
the Missouri, Kansas and Nebraska State Colleges, the Kan. 
sas City Chamber of Commerce and others for their splen- 
did hospitality. 

The first roli call of the convention came on the Elder 
amentment, ratifying the action of the board in abolishing 
association cash prizes for butterfat and milk records and 
providing for the publication of an Honor Roll of the lead- 
ing producers of each year. This resulted in a vote of 
88 to 2, the minority then moving that the vote be made 
unanimous. 

Judge Peasley moved the appointment of a by-laws com- 
mittee to which committee any proposed amendments 
would be submitted. The committee would see to it that 
these be offered in proper light form, thus avoiding possible 
confusion. 


Next Meeting in Cleveland 


The place of next meeting was the last question con- 
sidered. Mr. Barker of Ohio proposed Cleveland and was 
supported by Chairman Reynolds. Mr. Dabney of Vir. 
ginia proposed Richmand, and delivered an eloquent and 
lengthy address in favor of his choice. Mr. Condee of Cali- 
fornia proposed Los Angeles but yielded in favor of Rich- 
mond and asked for Los Angeles in 1925, Mr. Waters hav- 
ing already proposed Grand Rapids for 1924. Judge Peasley, 
in behalf of New England, invited the convention to Spring- 
field. Upon motion of Mr. Floyd Stevens, the question was 
referred to the board, who later decided in favor of Cleve- 
land, which has been patiently waiting its turn since 1915. 


The Educational Features 


For the first time in the history of the association, the 
educational opportunities of such an assemblage as the Na- 
tional Convention were fully appreciated and given the im- 
portance which they deserve. The Heart of America Dairy 
Show was a pronounced success. A large part of Conven- 
tion Hall was devoted to the educational exhibit of the U. 
S. Bureau of Animal Industry, which was a feature of the 
last National Dairy Show, exhibits by the three state col- 
leges of Missouri, Kansas and Nebraska and to booths of 
various concerns dealing with dairy implements, feeds, and 
other things relating to the dairy industry. 

The educational program started Tuesday morning with 
the judging of the state consignments and the judging 
demonstrations conducted by judges Moscrip, Haeger and 
Stevens, details of which are given elsewhere in the World. 

President Lowden then introduced Mr. Faeth of the 
Kansas City Chamber of Commerce, who delivered the 
address of welcome, calling attention to the Agricultural 
Division of the Chamber, which secured an appropriation of 
$2,000 to be used through the county Farm Bureaus for the 
elimination of the scrub bull. He mentioned the growth 
of interest in dairying in Missouri and offered the conven- 
tion the freedom of his great city. 

President Lowden then spoke briefly, paying 4 tribute 
to Kansas and Missouri as a coming dairy section, due in 
part to the ease with which they can grow alfalfa and silage 
corn, and lauding the Holstein cow as the most efficient 
machine for converting these two important crops into 
milk. He expressed his gratification at the promising opel 
ing of the convention with particular reference to the 
educational features. 

The principal speaker of the morning session was Dean 
Mumford of the Missouri State College, who spoke on the 
relation of the purebred to agriculture. The fundamental 
principle of breeding operations is heredity—the securing 
at birth of the capacity for production. Most animals are 
not developed to their full capacity, but that capacity must 
come, first of all through breeding, although selection and 
development are important. He referred to Segis Pietertie 
Prospect as the outstanding instance of development of the

WISH to warn you that I have no formal address to 
| present to this meeting. I shall, however, take a few 

minutes to set forth something of the work of last year, 
something of the present conditions and a word or two with 
reference to this meeting. ; 

In common with all other industries, the dairy in- 
dustry has been undergoing or suffering from hard times. 
There is only one comfort and that, I confess, is a slender 
comfort, which is that those sections of our country which 
have been most largely devoted to dairying have suffered 
jegs during these difficult times and have survived better 
nan any Other branch of the great agricultural industry. 
This has had one desirable effect. It has revealed to the 
business interests of our country and particularly to the 
banking interests the safe and substantial character of 
the dairy industry. The officers of the Reserve Banks of 
America have been discovering and publishing to the 
world the fact that-the only country banks during the 
last year which are in anything like a normal condition 
which are able to take care of the needs of their com- 
munity are those banks in the 
dairy districts. The result is 
that the dairy industry is find-

The reports of the secretary, of the treasurer, of the 
Advanced Registry office, have been placed before you all 
and it is not necessary for me to recount any of the con- 
ditions reported in them. You will have noted that our 
receipts for the last year have decreased by a substantial 
amount. The only hopeful figure in that branch of our 
business is that despite the difficult times our member- 
ship has made a net increase of something like 800 
members. This proves that the industry as such is not 
declining and the most significant fact revealed in all these 
reports is the fact that notwithstanding the hard times in 
which we have lived the work of the Advanced Registry 
office has very materially increased. The number of 
short-time tests during the last year has increased at the 
rate of 10 per cent. While it is difficult to make abso- 
lutely accurate comparisons because of the change of date 
im our fiscal year, it appears from the report of the 
Advanced Registry office that the long-time tests have 
increased something like 40 per cent or at least some of 
them. The significance of this increase in the Advanced

It means new confidence in 
our shows at our fairs, it means a more intelligent breeding 
upon our farms. 

We have not done much with reference to extension 
work. Our income was largely reduced a year ago, as 
you will recall, and it therefore became necessary for the 
Board of Directors to subtract something like $120,000. as 
I recall it, from the budget that had been made for the 
work of this year. We have not been idle, however. We 
have done what we could with our very limited means. We 
have particularly stressed the point with a great deal of 
success of the desirability of getting into the local papers 
everywhere, the county papers, the records of cows that 
the neighbor of the breeder, those who live in his vicinity, 
We have been very successful with that and it has helped 
greatly in those localities. There is no more effective 
advertising that we can do than by calling the attention of 
the neighbor of the breeder, thos ewho live in his vicinity, 
to the records which he is making so that he may 
compare them with his own. 
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We have also stressed the idea of the calf club 
organization work. A few months ago we employed Mr. 
E. J. Cooper of the University of Wisconsin, whom we be- 
lieve to be the most successful of all the men developing 
calf clubs in the various states, and he has been at work 
in behalf of the National association in co-operation with 
the state organizations and the agricultural colleges since, 
and the results have more than surpassed our expectations. 
But above all, he has laid a basis for a great extension in 
this the most important single work in which we are 
engaged. 

We are prosecuting this work with all the vigor that 
we have. We believe that the results in the future will 
surpass our expectations if we persist in them. 

There is one other thing that I want to suggest this 
morning and that is this: In the extension work we be- 
lieve that instead of operating directly we should largely 
operate through the state organizations. We believe 
that we should encourage and strengthen the state organi- 
zations wherever they exist and with the hope that new 
virile state organizations will arise in some of the states 
where they do not now exist. Especially should this be 
so with those organizations that have adopted the principle 
of doing their work through the county clubs and 
organizations. We believe that that is the correct 
principle for great national associations like us to proceed 
upon. One of the evils of the present time in all fields 
of agricultural activity is the multiplication of organiza- 
tions with consequent duplication and decreased efficiency. 
We should seek to avoid that. Wherever there is an or- 
ganization in existence which is capable of doing the work 
we should utilize that organization rather than set up 
separate and independent machinery of our own. 

I attended the other evening here a meeting of the offi- 
cials and field secretaries of the several state associations 
and I listened with the keenest interest to the reports 
there made and I found that those state associations were 
the most successful that had gotten hold of the county or- 
ganizations most efficiently and were working through 
those county organizations. A live organization in the 
county is a more efficient agency for the improvement of 
the dairy interests of that county than all the work that 
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a national association can do; and therefore we are doi 
what we can to encourage the idea of organization -

Today we have in addition to our regular work an 
address from Dr. McCollum of Johns Hopkins University 
Everyone knows him. He has put the dairy industry 
under the greatest obligations but he has put humanity 
under still greater obligations by pointing out this 
mysterious something in milk which can be found in 
sufficient qualities and nowhere else, and upon which is 
dependent the vitality and vigor of the human race. He 
will give you some of the resuits of his great original 
work. 

This annual meeting promises, therefore, to be a most 
successful meeting in the educational phases of our work 
and we ought not to neglect them. I remember having 
said to you gentlemen at the St. Paul meeting that I had 
read with the closest care the voluminous stenographic 
report of the meeting held at Syracuse a year ago, that | 
had read it page by page, through many tedious and weary 
pages and had found that at that meeting the only thing 
in all the world that was not discussed or not mentioned 
was the black and white cow. We are going to repair 
that condition here. The spirit which you gentlemen haye 
brought to this meeting—of inspiration; of earnest devotion 
to the interests of this great breed—will grow, and I am 
sure I am anticipating by only a few hours, when I 
predict that at the close of this meeting when the final 
motion to adjourn is taken, we will leave in that same 
spirit of cooperation and comradeship, and with the 
consciousness that we have done two days’ great work for 
the improvement of the Holstein interests of the country,

HolsteinFriesian Association of America distributed more 
high class cattle throughout the southwest than has ever 
been done heretofore.

30b Haeger of Algonquin, Illinois, Col. George Baxter 
of Elmira, New York, and Col. Boyd Newcom of 
Wichita, Kansas, the auctioneers, and Col. S T Wood of 
Liverpool, New York who read the pedigrees. They were 
assisted by Frank Chestnut of Denison, Kansas who acted 
as leadsman for the animals in the ring and Frank Everson 
of Lake Mills, Wisconsin who took over the duties of clerk. 
Pedigrees and catalogues were prepared by the Western 
Holstein Pedigree Company of Webster City, Iowa.

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The Annual Convention 


HE first annual convention of the Holstein-Friesian 
I Association under the delegate plan at Kansas City, 
June 7, was an outstanding success. The results of 
this meeting and its orderly progress in carrying out a 
constructive program furnish a convincing argument as to 
the soundness of the change in the method of representa- 
tion from the proxy to the delegate form. The contrast to 
the annual meeting a year ago at Syracuse was very 
striking. At that meeting three or four men holding large 
blocks of proxies were in absolute control after a bitter 
campaign which developed much ill-feeling and rancor. 

At Kansas City, each one of the nearly one hundred 
delegates had an equal voice in the voting on all matters 
and the whole thing proceeded in an orderly way with the 
absolute elimination of the strife and ill-feeling that was 
becoming to be a regular thing under the proxy system. At 
Kansas City, the various propositions were considered from 
all angles and every action taken represented the mature 
views of a substantial majority of the men present. In 
fact, on all questions of importance there was practically 
unanimous agreement on the proper action to be taken. We 
believe that the same attitude on these points will be taken 
by the membership back home which had elected the dele- 
gates. The unanimity of sentiment perhaps will explain 
the comparatively small amount of discussion on most of 
the propositions. _. The delegates were thoroughly informed 
on all of the issues and appeared to know how they wanted 
to vote. Nevertheless, we believe the ideal for the delegate 
convention would call for a wider participation in the ac- 
tual discussions on the floor by the delegates. 

There were two outstanding propositions in the long list 
submitted in the call. These were the resolutions by J. 
M. Hackney to give the Board of Directors authority to hire 
and fire the salaried officers and the various propositions 
for increasing the transfer fees to provide a fund for a more 
active resumption of extension efforts. There were eight 
distinct resolutions bearing on the latter subject and these 
were referred to a committee which was sent out with in- 
structions to bring in a compromse resolution for the con- 
sideration of the convention. 

This compromise resolution which had been very 
thoroughly discussed by the delegates before the conven- 
tion met embodied a number of fundamental principles, 
which we believe are sound. First, it held that the money 
for extension work should come from the transfer fees, for 
the reason that the breeder who sells cattle is the one who 
gets a direct cash benefit from the demand for Holsteins 
created by our extension program and it is only the men 
who have made sales who are applying for transfers. This 
is directly opposite to the action taken at the Syracuse 
meeting a year ago when the transfer fee was reduced to 
fifty cents. The resolution presented and adopted at Kan 
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sas City increased the fee to $1.50 for members w 
fees for non-members. It also shortened the 
minimum fees from six months to three month 
vided for double fees after three months from d 
which should operate toward more prompt 
papers. 

The second principle recognized by this resolution a 
the soundness of the idea of carrying on our extension = 
through the state and local organizations and it on 
vided that the fund which will accrue for extension = 
poses from the amount of fifty cents on each transfer me 
cation will be very largely spent through the stat pte 
local organizations. —— 

The third fundamental is that our extension pro 

ind . gram 
should be handled by the National Association. Argument 
had been presented to return money to the state association 
on a basis pro rata to the number of transfers originatin 
in each state. The resolution as adopted places this pi 
tionment of the fund in the discretion of the Board of 
Directors. On the basis of last year’s business the increase 
in fees should provide a fund of at least $50,000 for ex 
tension work and with the active assistance and coopera. 
tion of the different state organizations, this fund should go 
a long way in getting worth while results. It will adq 
immeasurably to the efficiency with which the state Or- 
ganizations can carry on their work and at the same time 
it should make possible maximum results from the stand- 
point of the National Association and the industry at large, 
A strong committee from the Board of Directors, headed by 
Mr. H. V. Noyes, with Fred Pabst and D. D. Armstrong, 
has been appointed to give its attention to this important 
part of the program. 

The Hackney resolution, previously referred to, came 
before the convention as an orphan, Mr. Hackney was u.- 
able to be present and after the adoption of the resolution 
had been moved by Mr. Kaye, of Wisconsin, no one volun- 
teered to stand up and speak in its behalf. Mr. Peasley ap 
nounced that he would like to speak in opposition to it 
but preferred to give its proponents first chance. No one 
appearing, Judge Peasley presented his argument in opposi- 
tion, the point of his argument being that the delegate plan 
had taken away from the membership-at-large certain 
rights to representation which they had possessed under 
the proxy system and that this resolution went a step far- 
ther and took away from the delegates certain rights which 
should belong to them in the selection of their salaried 
officers. 

The speech of former president, D. D. Aitken, in reply to 
Judge Peasley was a convincing statement of the situation 
with a very plain, straight-from-the-shoulder analysis and 
statement of the present situation wherein certain elements 
through self-glorification or pique has been spreading the 
virus of suspicion and discontent within the association. 
This situation, we believe, will be remedied to a large ex- 
tent by the action of the Kansas City convention in this 
particular. Apparently this is the way the delegates felt 
about it also as the only opposing vote was that of Judge 
Peasley, who probably felt impelled to oppose the idea in 
view of his previous position against the adoption of the 
delegate system at all. 

This practical unanimity in favor of a sound idea in 
business management of our association illustrates the 
broader view which our members at large are taking in 
association affairs. It will be remembered that four years 
ago at Milwaukee, the main issue was upon a resolution of 
exactly the same import and that after a strenuous proxy 
campaign on this issue, the opposition was enabled to 
muster enough votes in the hands of three men to dominate 
the convention and vote down the proposition. In four 
short years, we witness the same measure adopted prac 
tically without opposition from any source and with the full 
knowledge and consent of the membership. It will be re 
membered that this publication drew down upon itself the 
anathema of a number of gentiemen within the association 
for its championship of this proposal back in 1918. We 
may, perhaps, be pardoned, therefore, for a feeling of satis 
faction at the action of the recent convention upon this 
matter which we have held ever since to be a vital part of 
the program for efficient administration of the affairs of 
the Holstein-Friesian Association of America. 

The election of officers was accomplished unanimously 
and we feel that the eight directors elected give our asso 
ciation a strong, efficient working body in which the mei 
bership may repose the fullest confidence. It is well 
balanced from a geographical standpoint, which, howevél, 
we feel to be a matter of minor consideration as, to Our 
mind, it is far more important to have men of the right 
calibre serving on the board, men who will rise above see 
tionalism and personal interests and consider the problems

With a united front and with 
the energies and abilities of our members directed in con- 
structive rather than destructive channels, our association 
is sure to go on to bigger and better things than it has ever 
accomplished in the past and this is all bound to have its 
good effect upon the business of breeding Hoistein-Friesian 
cattle. As one prominent breeder remarked after the 
Kansas City convention was over, “The prospect for good, 
sound, profitable business in breeding Holsteins has never 
appeared as bright to me as it does today.” And we be- 
lieve that attitude in general should and will prevail. 


President Lowden’s Address 


N ANOTHER page we present the informal address 
O given by President Lowden at the Kansas City con- 
vention. There are a number of features in this 
address which we wish to emphasize for especial considera- 


tion by our readers. First of all, President Lowden takes: 


an optimistic view of the future of our industry and those 
who know him are aware that he bases his beliefs upon 
facts. He points out that the experience of the past year 
has forced upon the business and banking interests a grow- 
ing appreciation of the importance of dairying. So far as 
the Holstein-Friesian industry is concerned, he cites the 
increase of about eight hundred in our membership during 
the year as proof that the industry as such is not declining. 
The most significant fact in all of the officers’ reports, in 
the opinion of Mr. Lowden, is the increase in official test- 
ing, proving that our breeders have not lost faith in the 
breed nor been depressed by these times. He urges the 
importance from the standpoint both of the show ring and 
of practical performance that a correlation of the two be 
worked out and made a part of the program of every 
breeder. 

President Lowden’s summary of the present situation in 
the Holstein industry is well expressed in the following 
quotation from his address: 

“I do not hesitate for a moment to say that in my 
Opinion there never was a better time for the young 
man to start in the purebred breeding business than 
today. He will never be able to purchase high class 
dairy cattle in my opinion more cheaply than he can 
now, and by the time he has builded his herd upon a 
comparatively cheap basis, which it is possible to build 
it upon today, he will have a very valuable herd of cat- 
v4 and the country will have greatly improved by that 
time.” 

This is good Holstein doctrine right now and every 
breeder should make it his business to place this message 
in the hands of as many as possible of his dairymen and 
farmer friends and neighbors.

NE of the leading features of our Convention Number 
O and one in which we took a particular pride was the 

article concerning the 1,000-lb. fat producers of the 
breed and the gallery of pictures which accompanied it. It 
is with real chagrin that we have to announce that we in- 
advertently omitted from consideration in the article and 
from inclusion in the gallery of 1000-lb. fat producers the 
record and picture of Jemima Johanna of Riverside, who is 
perhaps the greatest one of them all. Certainly, she is the 
greatest transmitting reproducer among the 1000-lb. fat 
producers as shown by the work of her daughters. She 
has a record at ten years, one month, 28 days, of 1030 Ibs. 
butterfat, 30373 lbs. milk. No other cow at this advanced 
age has made a 30,000-lb. milk record, and her butter record 
stands as the highest ever made by a cow at her advanced 
age. In addition, she stands as the only 30,000-lb. cow 
having a 29,000-lb. daughter or two daughters above 26,000 
Ibs., or three daughters above 23,000 lbs., or four above 
20,000 lbs. milk in a year. She is the only cow with 1000 
Ibs. butterfat herself to have a daughter above 1200 Ibs. 
butter or three daughters averaging above 1200 lbs. butter. 
With her daughter, Jemima Johanna Posch, she holds the 
world’s record for dam and daughter in year’s butter pro- 
duction, the daughter’s record being 1215 lbs. butter, 26,415 
Ibs. milk. With her daughter, Jemima Johanna Aaggie, she 
holds the record for dam and daughter for milk production, 
the daughter’s record being 29,018 Ibs. milk, 1168 Ibs. but- 
ter. Old Jemima with her daughter, Johanna Jemima 
Posch, and her granddaughter, Jemima Johanna Segis, 
holds the world’s record for three generations for butter, 
the granddaughter having 1175 lbs. butter, 26,370 Ibs. milk. 
It would appear, therefore, that in ommitting mention of 
Jemima Johanna of Riverside we left quite a hole in our 
statement of the case. The Jemima family is being de- 
veloped by W. C. Houck & Sons of Llenroc Farms, Chippa- 
wa, Ontario, and it appears from an inspection of the herd 
that the development is only nicely started. Reference to 
page fifteen of the January 14 issue of the World this year 
gives further information concerning the Jemima family, 
covering in particular their work in short-time test. 





MEMBERS MAY AVOID DELAY 


Upon opening the envelopes containing the marked 
ballots for -delegates tc the annual convention in Kansas 
City, the Committee on Credentials found several which 
contained applications for registry and transfer, fees, re- 
quests for blanks, and inquiries which should not have been 
enclosed with the ballots.

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Resolutions on Death of Willis J. Gillett 


Adopted by the Holstein-Friesian Association of America in Annual Convention at Kansas City, June 7 
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ILLIS J. GILLETT of Rosendale, Wis., became a 
member of this association in 1894, although for a 
iumber of years he had been associated with his 
father, the Hon. T. K. Gillett in breeding Holstein cattle. 
He had prepared himself for his life work in cattle breeding 
and in agriculture by a thorough education and was gradu- 
ated at Wayland University and immediately went to the 
home farm and remained there until his death on Nov. 11, 
1921, at the age of 57. 

His devotion to the interests of the association and his 
high conception of its office in the Holstein cattle industry 
were quickly recognized by his election as Vice-President at 
the meeting of 1895. He remained on the board as an offi- 
cer and director and on the Committee on Prizes at fairs 
until his health failed in 1919. He honored the association 
by accepting the presidency which was unanimously tend- 
ered to him in June 1901 and served for two terms. On 
the Executive Committee as a member and as its chairman, 
he rendered service of great value. 

In no small degree Wisconsin owes to him her state Hol- 
stein Association and the dairymen of that state in recog- 
nition of his fine abilities made him their president in 1906. 
A splendid tribute to his ability as a man of business was 
paid to him in 1905 by his associates in his election as 
president of the Rosendale State Bank. 

The foundation for the unparalleled success of Spring- 
dale herd was laid in 1889 by the selection from the herd 
of Gerritt S. Miller of Peterboro, N. Y. of the imported 
cow, Johanna, and a number of heifers. His achievements 
in rearing and developing cattle of this line of blood are 
world famous. The officially authenticated records of ani- 
mals produced by him have marked epochs in the progress 
of the breed. He was one of the great constructive breed- 
ers of America. His greatest achievement, the height of 
his ambition to produce a cow which should break all rec- 
ords for yield in 7, 30, 60, 90 days ane one year, was 
achieved when Colantha 4th’s Johanna in 1907 produced 
20,743.5 lbs. of milk and 998.26 Ibs. of fat,, or 1247 lbs. of 
butter. This record displaced the Guernsey, Yeksa Sun- 
beam from the world’s championship and was held five 
years by Colantha 4th’s Johanna and only then yielded to 
another Holstein. 

In many other ways, Mr. Gillett advanced Holstein in- 
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terests. His contributions to the li 
notable and extensive.

from this life suddenly, on Thanksgiving day 1921. 

American Holstein breeders, having in mind his splen- 
did service to the Holstein-Friesian breed of cattle, were 
greatly shocked and numberless tributes of esteem poured 
in from every section. 

Mr. Stimson became a member of The Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America in 1911 and devoted his great 
energy and discernment to the accumulation of a herd of 
registered Holsteins. One of his first purchases was that 
of the Stanton herd at New Woodstock, N. Y.; again in the 
following spring of 1912, he acquired a foundation lot in 
Livingston County, Michigan, and at the end of two years 
his selections and increase had reached about 200 head of 
cattle of outstanding merit in which true type and highly 
superior production were dominant characteristics. 

Advanced Registry work claimed his attention from the 
start. Within a few months after his purchase he de- 
veloped a 32.18-lb. cow and was rapidly progressing toward 
his goal of “every cow in the Advanced Register.” 

The herd was located about 20 miles north of Seattle 
which his indomitable will and task and skill had developed 
from virgin land to a flower garden in which the great 
greenhouses were producing 4,000 carnation blooms daily. 


| Fitter S. STIMSON of Hollywood, Washington, passed 














Carnations and cows was an early motto. Modern stables 
and equipment, enclosing many acres under roof made up 
one of the largest and most superior breeding éstablish- 
ments on the Pacific Coast and today constitute a monu- 
ment of his skill and energy. 

The lumber business to which he had been born and 
bred, claimed much of his attention and was of colossal 
magnitude but of recent years the agricultural development 
of the section and particularly live stock became his most 
active devotion. 

The highly successful development of the great ex 
position of the West Coast known as the Pacific Interna- 
tional was largely due to his keen vision of the needs of 
live stock and his splendid abilities as an executive were 
unstintedly given to that enterprise of which he was and 
had been its president for several years. 

The Washington State College made him one of its re 
gents and his counsel was sought upon all matters of agr 
cultural detail and betterment. 

The Holstein-Friesian breeders of the state enlisted his 
services as their president. 

The Holstein-Friesian Association of America repeated 
ly invited him to take a place on their Executive Board. 
He was from the first in the front ranks as a breeder of

WARN STOCKMEN AGAINST 
FOOT AND MOUTH DISEASE 


A warning against the possibility of 
another outbreak of foot and mouth 
disease among livestock in New York 
comes from the state agricultural col- 
lege at Ithaca this week. It advises 
livestock men not to allow hay and 
straw used to pack imported crockery 
and other goods to come near suscep- 
tible animals. 

The virus which produces the dis- 
ease seems also to be carried in the 
clothing and other belongings of immi- 
stants, so the college warns owners to 
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keep close watch for signs of the dis- 
ease in all animals tended by immi- 
grant laborers recently arrived. 

The records of the federal bureau 
of animal industry show that foot and 
mouth disease appeared in 966 herds 
in Great Britain alone from January 1 
to March 5, 1922, requiring the slaugh- 
ter of 43,735 animals. In Europe and 
South America the disease persists 
more or less continuously. Both fed- 
eral and state officials are anxious to 
prevent another serious outbreak of 
the disease in this country.

A NUTRITION PROBLEM 
ANSWERED 
Dr. Geo. H. Conn sends us the fol- 
lowing letter from a World reader in 
Oklahoma with copy of his reply for 
the benefit of other readers. 
“T read with much interest your article 
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in the World of April list on ‘Faulty 
Nutrition and Abortion’ and have been 
since wondering if faulty nutrition may be 
the cause of other breeding troubles. I 
have a Holstein cow that has retained 
the afterbirth after calving both times 
that she has freshend. At the last fresh- 
ening she had been well fed with alfalfa 
hay, silage, corn, bran, cottonseed meal 
and shorts through the winter and turned 
on oats pasture with the mill feeds in 
April freshening on the 29th of April. Her 
navel swelled almost as large as her udder 
for several days before calving, she madc 
a dry delivery and the afterbirth was 
taken from her 48 hours later. She is due 
to freshen again in September and if pos- 
sible I would like to avoid reoccurance of 
the trouble. She is now on oats pasture 
during the day and is being fed about 
three lbs. cottonseed meal, four Ibs. bran, 
and four Ibs. corn daily. 

“There is no graduate veterinarian near 
here and I would be glad to have you 
make me some suggestions that will help 
in a case like this.”’

dairy cow. The Dean explained Johannsen’s Pure Line 
theory of the developing of the pure line by selecting and 
mating the best of any class of animals, the problem of the 
modern breeder being the continual selection of an im- 
proved breed. He stressed the composite character of 
such selection. 

The purebred in agriculture represents the good 
qualities which have been segregated and may be trans- 
mitted under certain conditions through heredity. He gave 
some statistics showing that while the United States has 
brought out the best individuals and producers in the 
world, the average level in this country is considerably 
lower than in many European countries, demonstrating the 
necessity for continued dairy improvement in the United 
States. 

The afternoon session was well attended, and the three 
addresses were well received. Dean F. D. Farrell of Kan- 
sas State Agricultural College spoke on “Dairy Feeds for 
the Southwest,” referring to the millions of acres of native 
pastures in this section, which should be supplemented dur- 
ing the hot weather by Sudan grass and sweet clover. 
Winter wheat and rye is also used with success as pas- 
turage during the winter months. The sorghums are the 
principal silage crop in the southwest, particularly in a 
dry year, an acre of sweet sorghum (cane) silage produc- 
ing 30,000 Ibs. milk as against only 22,000 lbs. for corn 
silage, each kind of silage being used in connection with 
alfalfa and concentrates. Grain sorghum or cane seed also 
compares favorably with corn as a grain ration for dairy 
cows. 

M. O. Maughan of Chicago gave a very interesting ex- 
position of the work of the National Dairy Council and J. 
C. McDowell of the U. S. Dairy Division spoke on the future 
of dairying in the southwest, giving some valuable statistics 
on cow testing association and calf club work. 

Holstein moving pictures were shown in the evening at 
an open forum, where the delegates and guests gathered to 
discuss the many problems arising in connection with the 
dairy industry. Many speakers contributed discussions of 
value.

The Annual Banquet 


EMBERS of the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
M America, buyers attending the Third Cooperative 

National Sale at Kansas City, and their friends to 
the number of four hundred were in attendance at the 
Annual Banquet of the Holstein-Friesian Association at 
the Hotel Baltimore, Kansas City, Missouri, on the even- 
ing of June 8th, following the first day’s sale. 

Honorable Frank O. Lowden, President of the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America, presided at the festive 
-. board and acted as toastmaster. Before he commenced 
his address of the evening he announced the appointment 
of H. V. Noyes of New York, Fred Pabst of Wisconsin and 
Dr. D. B. Armstrong of New York on a committee to look 
after the extension work under the new plan authorized by 
this convention. He then opened his address and gave 
explanation of the various factors that entered into the 
success of the annual meeting. President Lowden stated 
that the very successful way in which the breeders were 
entertained was largely due to the great efforts put forth 
by Mr. Catts of the Kansas City Chamber of commerce, 
and chairman of the Steering Committee. He said that it 
was a common observation of the visiting members of 
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the association, among them being th 

tended the annual meetings of the Holstein Friew ra 
sociation for years past, that the Kansas City meetin, wd 
never been equalled both from a standpoint of well 
complished and number of breeders attending the an 
ing from outside the state in which the Meeting wag nf 

President Lowden showed a deep appreciation for “~ 
fine, manly, and unseifish cooperation which the dele 
gates to the annual meeting showed throughout the ond 
vention. He closed his remarks by saying that he thi = 
the Holstein-Friesian Association of America is almest 
worthy, not quite, of the big Black and White cattle whieh 
they represent. He spoke briefly of the great amount i 
political fervor that had been a disturbing factor thro h 
out the association in years past and emphasized tne 
need for greater cooperation and a getting together pa 
terms of friendliness. . 

President Lowden then spoke very highly of the next 
speakers on the program and presented F. W. A. Vesper 
President of the St. Louis Chamber of Commerce who 
had as his subject, “Gasoline versus Milk.” Mr, Vesper 
also took over the duties of toastmaster as President Low. 
den unfortunately had to leave to catch an early train 
He spoke in a rather happy vein of the price of gasoline 
as compared to the price of milk, stating that one was 
too high and the other too cheap. He further illustrated 
the great part played by both of these commodities in the 
winning of the recent war. Mr. Vesper stated that adver. 
tising, either good or bad, makes or breaks everything 
and dwelt briefly on the value of advertising in the Hol- 
stein industry. He demonstrated the use and value of 
slogans in the selling of advertised commodities and then 
gave to those present a very useful slogan which was 
“Get acquainted with your Neighbor Breeder, you may 
like him.” 

Mr. Vesper then introduced Dr. H. J. Waters, editor 
of the Kansas City Star and former president of the Kan- 
sas Agricultural College, who spoke on “The _Inevit- 
ability of Dairying.” Dr. Waters stated that he believed 
that the advertising of Holstein milk was a great thing and 
would result in the saving of many human lives. He 
then went on to state that it was impossible to maintain 
soil fertility and to maintain the farming industry upon 
a substantial basis without live stock of some kind. 

Comparing the dairy cow with the beef steer, Dr. 
Waters presented some very interesting figures as to the 
average amount of edible dry matter produced by each 
in a year’s time. He stated that a cow producing fourteen 
thousand pounds of milk in a year, which is the average 
production of the University of Missouri dairy herd, pro- 
duces the equivalent of eight hundred pounds of edible 
dry matter as compared to three hundred and fifty pounds 
for the average steer at the same institution. 

In comparing the financial returns from the various 
lines of farming, Dr. Waters said that the farmers of 
Kansas would in a year’s time be over three and one-half 
million dollars ahead if they practiced dairying, selling 
both the milk and butter than they would by selling the 
feeds which were grown on the farm. Not only would they 
get more for their products from the cow but there would 
also be a saving in soil fertility and in freight rates by 
marketing the cow products. 

He believes that it is inevitable that dairying together 
with the raising of hogs and poultry will be the future 
combination of southwest farmers for with the great in- 
crease in population that is steadily mounting there must 
also be a proportionate increase in the amount of edible 
food products raised or produced. Comparing an area 
of eighteen million acres within a radius of one hundred 
miles of Kansas City, he stated that although the soil 
in this area was much more fertile than that of the state 
of Wisconsin, a similar area of twelve million acres in 
that state produced much more human food because 
dairying was practiced. 

He believes that the drinking of milk should be prac- 
ticed in the public schools and that when thus instituted 
the children will retain the idea as they grow older, of 
the great value of milk for human consumption. Dr. 
Waters closed his address stating that he believes that 
the only man who gets ahead is the one who works harder 
than the average man and works longer hours. 

The last speaker of the evening was C. W. Pugsley, 
Assistant Secretary of Agriculture. He gave a brief ad- 
dress and commended the Holstein breeders upon the 
worthy enterprise in which they were interested. He made 
his speech very short and said that he had not expected 
to be present or to speak at the meeting as he was at the 
present time making a survey of agricultural conditions in 
the middle west.

The one hundred forty-eight head of animals sold in the 
sale represented some of the very highest class offerings 
from the herds of seventy-nine breeders in fourteen dif. 

They were absorbed by fifty-three buyers 
from twelve different states, the largest number, sixty-five 
head, going to twenty-one Missouri breeders for a total of 
$32,550 or an average price of $501 per head. The sixty- 
five represented forty-four per cent of the entire offering 
and seventeen of these, the largest number purchased by 
any one buyer, went to Hiram Norcross of Kansas City, 
Missouri, for a total of $7415 or an average of $436 per 
head. A. J. King of Kansas City, Missouri, purchased 
twelve head at an average price of $528, while the Pevely 
Dairy Company of Crescent, Missouri, took nine head at an 
average of $602. The next largest number of animals, in- 
cluding twenty-four head, were purchased by fifteen buyers 
from the state of Kansas, while Oklahoma was in third 
place with sixteen head. [Illinois and Iowa tied at fourth 
place with fourteen head each, while five went to Colorado, 
four to New York, two to Nebraska and one each to Wis- 
consin, Minnesota, Ohio, and Michigan. 

Missouri, Kansas, and Oklahoma, took one hundred and 
five or seventy-one per cent of the one hundred and forty- 
eight head while the seven states of Missouri, Kansas, 
Oklahoma, Illinois, Iowa, Colorado and Nebraska took one 
hundred and forty head or 94.6 per cent. These figures 
should mean quite a lot to the breeders in the older Hol- 
stein states, for although the cattle did not sell for as high 
an average as expected, they went to the newer Holstein 
sections of the country and opened up a good market for 
Holstein cattle in the southwest. This should prove to be 
a very valuable piece of extension work and a means of 
educating these people to appreciate the paramount pro- 
ducing qualities of the Black and White cow.

(Cal- 
ifornia had a remarkable average of 
33.1 lbs. fat for 20,117 cows tested, 
giving her fourth place for the month.

In no case, according to the rec- 
ords of the better sires campaign, has 
any person who changed from grade or 
scrub sires to purebreds reverted to 
the old methods. During April of this 
year, 497 persons qualified in the bet- 
ter sires campaign, the number being 
more than three times as great as in 
the corresponding period a year ago.

It may be poor 
satisfaction to the dairyman to know 
that he sells his main product today 
for about half of its cost price, but at 
the same time it is cause for encour- 
agement and gratification that a quart 
of milk is really worth a decent price 
on the back-door step. After the 
present slump has turned around and 
started back again, the dairyman’s 
powerful organizations are going to 
see that he gets his costs and a profit 
also once more.
